The old rancheros. whose property eon 


and who were considered wealthy be- 
yond the contingencies of fortune, are 
rnined completely and entirely. and 


their affiirs are in the hands of the sber- | 


iffs and the Gourts. The whole country 
ia coniparatively desolate. Over the 
Lills--ane plains are scattered tens of 
thousands of carcases of cattle and 
horses perished from etarvatien and 
thirst, and it will take many years ol 
prosperity to repuir the evil. 
But California bas also been unfortu- 
nate in another respect. The action of 
ber last legislature in refusing to adopt 
the national eurrency. has wrought in 
our opinion, a far greater misfortune 
With millions of dollars of the national 
currency putin circulation by govern 
ment disbursing officers. together -with: 
large importations by. specutators, the 
state is flooded with legal tenders. all of 
which find their way direct to thebrokers, 
and do not add one iota to its indus- 
trial resources. It requires no demon- 
stration to prove that what the specuia. 
tors have made by the transaction the 
people have lost. The la. ge amount of 
money disbursed by government in 
California during the last three years is 
removed ut once from cirenla'ion. And 
when we consider.that nearly the entire 
products of her mines are exporied, we 
do not wonder that times have beeo 
hard and money scarce. By her blind 
policy she has diverted the surplus capi- 
tal of eastern ‘cities, mich of which has 
songht investmeat in the west—from 
her own wines to those of Colorado, 
Montana and Idaho. The eastern capi- 
tatist will not engage in a mining enter- 
prise in a locality where all bis expendi- 
iures must be paid in gold, esp-cially 
When nearer home, he can find equally 
as good investments, where his curreney 
is recognized. As a Californian, we 
hope that at the next session of her 
legislature the specific contract law will 
be repealed. It will have to come to 
ibatin the end, and the sooner the bet- 
ter. both for her financial interests and 
ber reputation asa truly wise and loyal 
State.
